Yankees Ask Washinrjfon to Es- 
tablish Fish Hatcheries In 
British Columbia. 



[London, Jan. 28.— Lord Balfour of 
Burleigh, secretary for 'Scotland, In a 
speech yesterday evening at Edinburgh, 
was the first cabinet minister to discuss 
tho Anglo-Germau occupation of Vene- 
zuela since the crisis became acute. He 
said it was not an alliance for defence 
purposes tending for a great length of 
time, and for all the interests of two 
countries, but was a mere casual co- 
operation for a specific purpose, .and for 
a limited time. He had not the slightest 
doubt that compensation which will be 
satisfactory to Great* Britain will be 
satisfactory to Germany, and the speak- 
er was confident that tins' compensation 
will prevent any break of existing good 
feeling- between European countries awl 
tho United 'States. It was bent for the 
peace of the world that Great Britain 
and Germany should have acted togeth- 
er. 

Tomorrow's issue of the Empire Re- 
view, of which C. Kinloche Cooke, well 
known writer on foreign and colonial 
affairs is editor, will publish striking 
articles Oil AjUglo-GevTOltn relations. In 
« recapitulation of their relations dur- 
ing fl long period, the writer Pays: 

"Tho public should be made aware of 
tho fact that it was our cabinet which 
asked the German Government to co- 
operate with this country iu the coer- 
cion of Venezuela. That decision was 
not, however, taken at Sandingbnm. In- 
deed I think I nin correct In saying tho 
subject of Venezuela was not mentioned 
by 'Emperor "William in his visit to the 
King. Anyhow it is in every sense n 
perversion of things to assort that the 
alliance was* duo to the cajolery of eith- 
er tho Emperor or his chancellor. Ger- 
many did not force her Alliance, more- 
over the contention that Germany would 
have been prevented by force of public 
opinion in the United States from alone 
coercing Venezuela, and that but for 
•he alliance with us she would have run 
tho risk of hostilities with tho United 
States, is absurd, and would not be en- 
dorsed for' a moment in Downing street 
or at Washington." 

Paris, Jan. 28.— The altitude of tbe 
government of France relative to the 
claims against Venezuela is that the 
French claims are in the nature of a. 
first lien on the customs receipts, .tad 
that under no circumstances arc they to 
be subordiu'nte to other claims. This 
view has been communicated to the rop- 
resentatives of the allies, to Minister 
Bowen and to the State Department at 
•Washington. 

•Berlin. Jan. 28.— The allies are await- 
ing Venezuela's reply to their condition- 
al acceptance of the guarantee. Vene- 
zuela appears to have asked the allies 
to permit all countries having claims 
against her to participate In their pay- 
ment out of tbe proceeds of the cus- 
toms set aside for that jpurpose. This 
the allies have declined to agree to, and 
it is upon this point particularly that 
'Venezuela's rejoinder is awaited. 

It was learned today that the Belgium 
charge d'affaires at Caracas, M. von 
der Heyde, has informed bis diplomatic 
and official colleagues that Belgium will 
undertake the administration of the- 
'Venezuelan customs in behalf of the al- 
lies and other foreign claimant-^, thus 
relieving the United States and other

Washington, I). C, Jan. 28.— -Senator 
Foster of Washington presented to 
Secretary Hay the request of t'ouie of 
bis constituents for the establishment 
of a fish hatchery on the Eraser river 
in British Columbia, which has called 
forth a general statement from tho sec- 
retary showing it to be the policy of the 
Stale Department to take no .action 
upon any minor questions affecting tho 
relations between 1 the United States and I 
/Canada, so long us the dispute over the 
boundary between Canada and Alaska 
remains undetermined. In j letter to 
'Senator Poster, the Secretary says: The 
recommendations of the Joint High 
Commission, so far as they touched the 
subject upon which concurrent opinions 
were reached are still in abeyance, the 
drift of sentiment on both sides being 
that while an agreement upon the sub- 
j brought before the commission ap- 
peared to be desirable, and- for the most 
part .obtainable it seemed appropriate 
to dispose of them as a whole subject 
to the adjustment of the main question 
of the Alaskan boundary. The indis- 
position of the Canadian Government 
to assent to . the settlement of the ques- 
tions pending the disposal of Boundary 
question makes it unlikely that a par- 
ticular detail of a general plan will be 
Favorably considered by the 'British Gov- 
ernment at this time. 'Moreover, tho 
legal question «s to the jurisdiction of 
authority for tho Federal Government 
to deal with the matter is still unsettled, 
the preponderance of opinion, however, 
being that it should properly be settled 
by treaty rather than by concurrent leg- 
islation of local understanding,'! 

Representative Jones has introduced 
a resolution, declaring it the sense off 
the House of Representatives that there 
is no occasion for any further Interpre- 
tation of the Anglo-Russian treaty of 
1825 defining the Alaska boundary. 'The 
resolution says: 

"That its terms and provisions are 
clear and. plain and that the United

notify Great Britain that it will abso- 
lutely refuse to consider any other in- 
terpretation than that accepted by all 
parties until aftc the discovery of gold 
in the Klondike."

fNew 'Westminster, B. C, Jan. 2S.— 
Tbe annual meeting of the Dairymen's 
& HJvo Stock association of British Co- 
lumbia, convened here today, with rep- 
resentatives present from the agricul- 
tural sections of the province, but only 
two from Vancouver Island. The re- 
ports of the oflleors showed that 'the 
past year's business had not been as 
extensive as before, but was satisfac- 
torily conducted, five carloads of pure- 
bred stock being imported from Ontario 
and sold to farmers without loss. 

President Wells of Chilliwack, in his 
annual address, briefly reviewed the op- 
erations of the past year. Ho suggested 
that stock importations had engrossed 
too much attention at the expense of 
dairying, which was one of the most im- 
portunt industries in th e country. In 
seven years tho manufacturers of cream- 
ery butter had ris-en from nil to seven 
hundred thousand pounds, and with the 
rising of the standard of quality, the 
price had also risen in proportion from 
12^ to at least 2o cents per lb. He- 
commended systematic Inspection of 
dairymen's premises, but hoped the new 
law in tins respect would be rigidly en- 
forced. 

A feature of Secretary Paisley's re- 
port was tho rcadu.g of correspondence 
between him and the Dominion Govern- 
ment Commissioner Hodgson; and his 
comments thereon showed the Ottawa 
official in an unenviable position, ami 
apparently jeopardizing the interests of) 
British Columbia stopkmisers by with- 
holding the usual Government grant., 
and otherwise showine resentment at 
the association appointing iMr. Paisley 

as secretary last year.

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We ha\J to congratulate tho Seattle 
r'ost-Intclligencer upon the exceedingly 
fair and reasonable article hi which it 
deals with tho question of the Alaska 
Boundary commission. We do not 
agree with its estimate of the strength 
Of the United States case, but we ad- 
mire and appreciate the tone in which 
it approaches the dispute. If the case 
of the United States rests upon the 
grounds the Post-Intelligencer say 
rit^ts, it would not require a commission, 
of jurists to knock it into a cocked hat. 
A County court judge, with a text book 
on international law would bo sufficient 
for the purpose. It says: 

The matter is a dispute of law, in- 
volving tho construction of tin instru- 
ment where rights of long standing have 
been acquired under one construction, 
which it Is now sought to change. The 
United States contends for the 
structinn under which these rights were 
acquired, which construction remained 
unchallenged for three-quarters of 1 
i-eutury. ('ana. in for a novel construe 
lion, of recent origin. 

There is obviously a very serious ig- 
norance in this statement, both as to 
Ihe law and the facts. The treaty was, 
negotiated in IS'-'.". The United Stat 
succeeded to the rights of Russia 
1807. Canada's first protest was in 1S71 
and Canada has been protesting vigor- 
ously ever since. It is a principle of 
international law that undisputed pos- 
session for 50 years by the subjects of 
one country is a complete bar to any 
previous legal right set forward by an- 
other state. But no such process of ac 
quiring rights by occupation was ever 
carried on by Russia, nor since 1SG7 
by the United States without protest. 
So far as that goes, the interpretation 
of the treaty was a dead issue until 
1871, and just so soon ^is overt actions 
of the United States were based on a 
particular interpretation, a prompt and 
emphatic protest was entered by Can- 
ada through Great Britain. The United 
States cannot rely upon rights acquired 
under a wrong, but accepted, interpre- 
tation of the treaty through use- and 
wont. It must rely upon the rights ac- 
quired through Ihe treaty of 182." 
self. We in Canada are apt to think 
the United States has no case. The 
sooner we disabuse our minds of that 
idea the better. Jt has not in our opin- 
ion a good ease, but it certainly lias 
an arguable case. There is a popular 
impression that it a man signs a docu- 
ment, that document is< a contract by 
which he must stand. Xo document 
can be a contract, it can merely con- 
tain a contract, which is, if out 
.memory of the jus civile does not 
treacherously deceive us, consensus 
duorum codem tempore in idem, 
other ^vords, the agreement of two 
parties, as to the same matter, at 
the same time. If it can bo proved that 
an instrument does not express the ac 
tual agreement between two parties at 
the time it was executed, there is no 
instrument in the wide world which is 
worth more than the paper it is written 
upon. But this has to be proved, and 
it is almost, it not quite, the most dif 
ticult thing to prove existent. Because 
the strongest piece of evidence regard 
ing the contract is precisely the docu- 
ment supposed to contain it, which it 
is intended to upset. Consequently, the 
United States case in the Alaska Boun- 
dary dispute would rest upon two main 
contentions. 

1. That the treaty between <3rent 
Britain anil Russia actually bears out 
the interpretation put upon it by the 
United States. 

2. That although the treaty between 
Croat 'Britain and Russia does not bear 
out the interpretation placed upon it 
by the United .States, the interpretation 
placed upon it by the United >States ex- 
presses the actual contract entered into, 
and intended to be mtered into, by 
ffreat Britain and Russia. 

Xo jurist, nor any man of common 
sense who has read the treaty could for 
a moment subscribe to the Art* conten- 
tion, but the second opens a vast held of 
arguable matter. . From our cursory 
■knowledge of tho American case, we 
have never seen any evidence strong 
enough, n r one-tenth strong enough, to 
upset tho presumption that tho docu- 
ment correctly expresses .the urgeoment 
of the high contracting parties. But 
newspaper jurisprudence is not of a 
very exhaustive character. To. our 
mind the value of the present commis- 
sion is that the evidence along this line 
possessed by the Americans will be 
weighed 1K ,t before six jurists, but be- 
fore the scientific jurisprudence of the 
world. Thus a great international ques- 
tion will he rcm<i»ed from the arena of 
popular prejudice, and the possibility f 
a ifinal arbitrament by force, and solved 
by Ihe calm clear light of science inter- 
preting and applying the fundamental 
principles of justice. It is for these rea- 
'sons that we so heartily admire the 
concluding portion of the Post-Intelli- 
gencer's article. It says: 

Such a question as this may with most 
absolute propriety be left to the judg- 
ment of distinguished jurists, learned in 
the law, to he determined by them ac- 
cording to the law and the facts and 
without regard to the results, political 
■ therwise, which must necessarily 
Should the 
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law and the evidence upon the subject, 
as the people of the United States be* 
lieve, be clear, precise and easy of deter- 
mination, there is at least a fair cbanco 
that four jurists of weight and standing', 
all educated so far as their law studies 
are concerned along lines substantially 
parallel and with at least the same fun- 
damental groundwork, will agree. If 
this should be the case, it will then be 
fair to conclude that one side or tho 
other has been in complete and absolute 
error in its contention. The unanimous 
decision of such a commission ought to 
be absolutely conclusive of the whole 
matter and should be accepted by both 
countries without furt'-.er question. On 
the other hand, should it develop that 
the law, the evidence and the rule of 
construction are not so clear and simple 
as the people of this country believe; 
that there is such a substantial basis 
for tho Canadian contention that the 
British jurists can justify themselves 
in permitting the natural bias In favor 
of their country, from which no man 
can completely divest himself, to coin- 
pel a refusal of acquiescence in the claim 
of the United States, the division be- 
tween the arbitrators on racial lines will 
settle adversely to the United States 
tho present contention of Canada, that 
there ii> a measure of right and equity 
in its claim which gives that claim such 
a standing as to make it a rightful sub- 
ject of arbitration, a position which the 
United States has heretofore disputed. 
Xo rights of the United 'States are jeo- 
pardized by tho submission of the boun- 
dary question to such a commission, 
while there is a fair prospect that the 
whole matter can thus be settled amic- 
ably and finally.

A contract wus awarded yesterday by 
the Victoria Chemical Works for the 
erection of a building 1)0 feet by 35, to 
be lined with heavy lead sheeting, about 
50 tons of which was received from 
Chester, England, for this purpose hi 
the 'China .Mutual steamer Ning Chow. 
This building will be used for the man- 
ufacture of sulphuric acid. The addi- 
tion of this building and the enlarge- 
ment of the plant of the Victoria Chem- 
ical Works will have the effect of re- 
ducing to a minimum the exit of fumes, 
which has hitherto been an annoyance 
to nmny residents of James Bay and 
Victoria West. The contract for the 
erection of the new building was awn .'ti- 
ed to Moore & Whittington. 

The object of the addition of this 
(building by the Victoria Chemical 
Works is not so much to increase the 
capacity of the works, but in order that 
the company may have a spare sul- 
phuric acid chamber, so that the remain- 
der of the plant may ho kejit in a high 
state of efllcieney, ami thereby prevent 
the exit of fumes from the sulphuric 
acid chambers, which has been occas- 
ioned at times in the past, as a result of 
tho company being obliged, by the de- 
mands of the trade at certain times, to 
work their plant to its limit, and often 
beyond the economic limit. When 
working under normal conditions the exit 
of fumes is not great, and with tho im- 
provements now contemplated the com- 
pany will reduce the nuisance, if the exit 
of tunics is not altogether stopped. With 
the additions proposed— nnd for which 
contracts have been awarded— the capa- 
city will be greater than the probabie 
demands. 

The new building will accommodate 
about 50 per newt, ot the sulphuric acid 
in process of manufacture, and when 
completed will have the effect of remedy- 
ing evils as well ns giving the plant 
greater efficiency. As one of the pro- 
prietors of the works stated yesterday, 
the tratle in acida was a case of "blow 
hot, blow cold." At one time larger 
amounts would bo ordered, and at other 
times tho plant would not be taxed to 
its limit. It is when the great demands 
are made) on the plant that the exit of 
fumes has occurred, and while the own- 
ers regret that such has been the case, 
the demands of the trade were such that 
they had to lill their orders. The two 
local powder companies are supplied 
with acids necessary for the manufac- 
ture of their explosives, and if the sup- 
ply was stopped the manufacture of 
their explosives would he stopped, nnd 
the trade of the Ivootenny mines and 
other markets close at hand would be 
jeopardized. Therefore the production of 
acids had to go on, and the taxation of 
the works as a result of the heavy de- 
mand caused the exit of fumes. The 
new ehnmlber will be commenced on 
iMonday. 

Tho enlargement of the plant of the 
Victoria Chemical Works, which have 
been steadily improved, will mean the 
employment of more men, and tho 
bringing of still more money into the 
city. The company now brings on an 
average over a thousand dollars a week 
into Victoria, all of which 
locally. The raw material! 
ed, the sulphur from the Skeena riv 
mines and Japan, and the nitrate from 
■South American ports, there being two 
sailing ships now en route with cargoes 
of nitre from Iquique, and one slim ■ 
about to cross the Pacific with sulphur. 

The company is also importing mater- 
ial for the manufacture of fertilizer, the 
sale of which is growing. East year 
large snles of this product were made, 
and this year there has been much in- 
quiry and u large demand is expected. 
(Shipments' are coming on the shii>s Ita- 
jane and HankHgh. both of which are 
now en route from Liverpool to Vic- 
toria,

I trust that the coun- 
cil of 1003 will soo its way to purchase 
1.000 meters' as a commencement, and 
unless the experience of every other 
city that has tried the same course is 
reversed, the effect will be surprising;, 
and the good work will go on until the 
whole town is metered — an ideal state of 
affairs ns far as the waterworks is con- 
cerned.

be supplied by the Yates street pump 
during the night time. 

'There iis still another alternative, 
which, judging from the articles and re- 
ports in tho various technical magazines, 
is coming more and more into favor, 
namely, meters; I am confident that, 
were the whole town metered, the ques- 
tion of increased means of supply could 
be shelved for man/ years to come; 
and in most of the American cities this 
is the plan being followed, putting a 
comparatively small amount of money 
into meters, instead of a large amount 
into mains, nud then have to come to the 
meters after all.

The Seattle Post-Ditslilgeucer says: 
When in Seattle early in December, 
Frank Morse, third vice-president of the 
Grand Trunk railway, and William Waln- 
wrlght, comptroller of the company, ex- 
plained, the Object of their mission us in 
eouueetiou with the construction of a Hue 
or railway by the Grand Trunk from 
.North Bay through Prince Albert, Fort 
Edmonton and ou to the Pacific Coast. 

Since that time many of the details of 
the road's plans not then worked out have 
been llulshcd, nnd tde latest announce- 
ment Is that the work of constructing the 
new transcontinental Hue will be started 
this spring. 

The new road. It has been definitely set- 
tled, will land at Port Simpson on the 
Pacific Coast, to engage in competition 
with nil other North Coast lines In the 
trade of the Far Bast. The Coast terminal 
of the Canadian Nortliem 1s at Bute Inlet, 
further South, and the Canadian Pacific's 
ocean headquarters at Vancouver. 

These announcements are of Interest In 
connection with the terminals at Seattle 
of the Great Northern, . Northern Pacific; 
nnd Burlington, the three great American 
s to engage in the light with the throe 
indlan lines for the business of the 
. ... Fast and the upbuilding of a port 
I for shipping to the old world on the Pa- 

The Canadian Northern has been under 
construction for the past two and n half 
venrs at several points, from the province 
of Manitoba Westward. As yet there has 
been no work of construction done 'n 
iBrltlsli Columbia although most of tho 
surveys have been made and the fran- 
chises granted for nearly all of the right- 
of-way. 

It will be from three to live years be- 
fore the (irnnd Trunk expects to get Its 
trains through to the Pacific Coast al- 
though they will be run on several di- 
visions before that time, according to the 
latest official statement. The reason for 
this Is that as soon as all the franchises 
necessary have been granted to the Grand 
Trunk, then It Is tlie promise of the offi- 
cials to begin construction nt North Bay, 
Prince Albert. Fort Rdmonton and Port 
Slmpon-n at the same time and rush each 
part of the work to meet the other. 

Tlie undertaking on the part of the 
Grand Trunk, with four roads already In 
tlie Held seeking the control of this trade 
and anottier one building. Is a large one. 
The main line will involve the construc- 
tion of about 2.5110 miles of track and 
there will be at least 1.000 more In branch 
lines, absolutely necessary. Tlie exnen- 
ilituie on u rough estimate Including 
track, equipment, stations, bridges, shops 
p»<l other facilities, will be about $100,000,- 
000. 

According to the present arrangement 
the nei line will start In Ontario con- 
necting with the present lines of the 
Grand Trunk: thence to Winnipeg, nfter 
traversing an uncovered part of Mani- 
toba. From Winnipeg It is the plan to 
.si retell out In ns nearly a direct line ns 
possible, covering, by a Northern route, the 
districts of Saskatchewan, Asslniboia and 
Alberta to the Pence river, crossing the 
mountain range by Pine pass, thence 
passing through British Columbia to tlio 
North Pacific Coast at Port Simpson. 

The corporation constructing the line, 
It Is announced, will be known ns tho 
(.rand Trunk Pacific Railway company. 
The project has been under consideration 
on the part of the company for many 
months. However, not until Second Vice- 
President Charles M. Hayes, of the road, 
visited England nnd laid the whole plan 
before Sir Charles Rivers-Wilson, Who Is 
associated with other wealthy English- 
men, was the money forthcoming. 

The building of this road will mean the 
beginning of a world's light for the trade 
ifrom the Piiolfle Coast, anil while In the 
United States the Union Pacllle, South- 
ern Pacific nnd Santa Fo will take a part, 
the development for the care of the triulo 
Is being done at Seattle nnd. with tlie set- 
tlomonf of the control, the city for the 
Pacllle Coast port will have been selected.

WEEKLY WEATHER SYNOPSIS. 

Victoria Meteorological Office. 21st to 27th 
January, 11)03. 

The first half of the week was mild and 
rainy, during this period several important 
storm areas crossed this province from the 
Pacific. The llrsi one caused a heavy 
Southerly gale at the entrance to the 
Straits during the night of Thursday the 
22nd. At Tatoosh Island the velocity of 
the wind reached t;o miles an hour. This 
disturbance traveled rapidly across the 
IiiountainH to Ali.erta by the night of toe 
23rd and was followed by a still more ex- 
tensive one on Saturday the 24th, when a 
strong Westerly to Southerly gale prevailed 
not only on the Coast, but over the Straits 
of .Fuea and Georgia. The barometer at 
the centre of this storm fell to 2S.S0 Inches, 
rty Sunday night this disturbance had 
crossed the Continent to •Manitoba, where 
It caused mild ' weather. The barometer 
then rose over Northern British Cnluinb.a, 

I nei ipnuied by n spjroiiouuced cold wave. 

From this time to the close of tlie week, 
the cold wave spread Southward not only 
over this province, but the Territories. The 
temperature In Cariboo was below zero 
upon the last two days of the week. Dur- 
ing the presence of this Cilgh area and cold 
weather, an Important storm moved down 
the coast to California, thence Eastward 
across the mountains. This movement 
caused Northerly to Easterly winds 
.throughout 'British Columbia ami the ad- 
joining States, nnd a gale off Cape Flat- 
tery. At the same time heavy rains pre- 
vailed In California, and by the last day of 
the week snow fell on the Dower Mainland 
and on the highlands about Vlotorla. 

Several Inches of snow has fallen over 
portions of the Territories, and during the 
passage of the above mentioned storms, 
the tempe rut ii re rose to 40 In Alberta, and 
to about 32 further Fast. Otherwise zero 
temperatures have been general from the 
Rockies to Manitoba.

lowest, 34 on 2G.

Knmloops — Snow, .40 Inch; highest tem- 
perature, 40 on 23rd: lowest. 12 on 27th. 

Barkcrvllle — Snow. 10 Inches: highest 
temncrature, :iti on 21st: lowest. 8 below 
on 27th. 



Steamer Sliiuauo Marti, .which arrive.l 
yesterday, ibringB further news of the 
revolt in Ktiu-su, and one correspondent 
telegraphs to Shanghai papers from Las 
(Mo Kow to the effect thnt unless Tung 
ii'u Hslnng is suppressed the powers 
-will soon diud themselves face to face 
iwith a bigger revolt than two years ago, 
(Missionaries are already beginning to 
leave the threatened district. A corre- 
spondent of the IShanghai 'Mercury in 
Knn-SU writes: "A crisis is imminent 
and the officials are powerless to act. 
The taotai is suppressing .news. There 
is cause for grave apprehension unless 
Tung Hu IHsiaug is suppressed." 

Messengers Hydbog nnd Ebderstray, 
missionaries who have reached Shang- 
hai from IS&ngan, having come from the 
interior Ibecause of the threatened re- 
volt, in an interview given to a Ceinnun 
daily of IShanghai, state that Tank Fu 
iHsiaiig is gaining ground and intends to 
lead his armies to Singnn, where he will 
endeavor to make 'his capital, and place 
1'u lOhun, who has been proclaimed em- 
peror, upon the throne. Tang Fu ^ 
himself enlisting troops, and everything 
else points to the fact that he has gov- 
ernment support. Kan-su and Mhen-s' 
are overrun by Tung's spies. All pro 
foreign officials ore being removed from 
Singan. 

I'ekin correspondents also tell of tho 
threatened outbreak in the Northwest 
and credit Yong Lu, the "real ruler of 
China." an being behind the movement. 

A Shanghai correspondent says: "Pri 
vote information received in IShnughni 
is to the effect that the province of 
iChih-li is covered -with Boxers, who 
have poured in from Shantung. The 
malcontents, who are increasing in 
number and stirring up discontent 
against the authorities in tlie minds of 
the people, are all dressed in white ns a 
sign that they are bent upon a mission 
of revenge. They conduct sacrificial 
ceremonies before tho altars of the 
(Chinese gods, and swear that for every 
Chinese life destroyed during the sum- 
mer nnd autumn of 1000 a foreigner 
shall perish. 

"No action is being taken by the gov- 
ernment, and the local officials are apa- 
thetic, in ninny instances giving secret 
encouragement to the Boxers, If troops 
are not .moved into tlie province *oon 
the rebels will have it nil their own 
way in tlie winter months, when tlie 
Toads will be impassable." 

"JOiLlLTfiUD" TIl'IO MMPIlEiSS. 

I'ekin correspondents of Japan pa- 
pers report that in an audience with 
the Empress Dowager at I'ekin, United 
States 'Gen. Miles praised the virtues of 
the Empress Dowager after sho had 
oiilogistically referred to United States 
achievements in the Philippines. He is 
quoted ns saying that her qualities sur- 
passed those of Queen Victoria. The 
despatches state that Britons at Pekin 
were 'much amused in this regard. 
XICW OIIIN'HSIO IBAlIUWIAY. 

Advices from I'ekin state lhat two new 
railways will Ibe built by British cap- 
ital in 'China, ono from Burma to Yun- 
nan, and one from Chengtu to iHnnkoftv. 
(Treaties are now being made with the 
/Chinese government in this connection. 
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Prince Yolffgang Zu Stolberg-iStolberg, 
who was found shot In. the head early 
on Tuesday in the park of his castle at 
Itottleborodc, probably committed sui- 
cide.

Wild Indians Prevented From 
Slaying a Boy By 
Freezing. 



Salvation Army Captain Rushes 
to the Rescue and Saves 
•Victim. 



Sunnier Amur, which returned from 
ISkagway yesterday afternoon, 'brought 
.-word from 'Haines that witchcraft 
among the ICliikwan Indians broke out 
last week, and but for the timely arrival 
of a former ISkagway woman anions the 
tribo ono Indian would have met a hor- 
rible death. 

The death penalty had been passed, 
says tho Skagway Alaskan, the victim 
Jed to a secluded fspot ou the bank of the 
iOhllcnt river and tied firmly to a fir 
tree. Much of his clothing had been 
removed and the Indians bad just finish- 
ed their wild orgies and were leaving 
their victim to freeze to death, when 
the arrival of a woman prevented a das- 
tardly, crime from resulting. 

The story as 'brought up from QainixS 
was to the effect that an Indian boy by 
the name of Kluckie had earned the dis- 
pleasure of several influential Indians. 
Witchcraft was the cry nnicfng the tribe, 
and the boy was sentenced to death by 
•freezing. 

For some weeks the 'Salvation Army 
lias been holding services. The Indians 
were becoming wildly religious. A 
witchcraft episode seems to occur every 
year. Kluckie was the victim this time. 
The spite of all tho Indians for every 
imaginable wrong done to them by any- 
one was wreaked on poor Kluckie. Ilo 
was taken up the river and tied to a 
tree, and was just about to be left to the 
mercies of the cold when Capt. Long,

The remains of Edward Ayres are be- 
ing taken 500 miles by sleigh over snow 
and ice to the Const, to be sent to his 
old home in Tnlulu, 111., for burial. 
Ayres died last fall while in the wilder- 
ness between 'Stewart river and Duncan 
creek. Ho was on his way to Duncan 
to take charge of a store for the winter, 
illo was 20 years old, and one of the 
best known young men in tho Yukon. 
Last summer he was purser of the 
steamer Prospector, which ran up the 
Stewart. . 

Poker games have been stopped 
throughout Dawson, and all slot ma- 
chines have been ordered out of business 
by the police. Several convictions have 
been made in tho court the last several 
days for poker playing.

A despatch frqsi Dawson, under lust 
Tuesday's date, says Grimsle\\ n con- 
vict in the Yukon Territory penitentiary, 
escaped several days ago and searching 
parties of the police have been out in 
all directions in an endeavor to run him 
down. Two constables took what they 
believed to be his track and followed it 
to a deserted cabin on the Forty-Otlile 
trail. He was within and was taken 
completely by surprise and before he 
could act. 

The Russian holiday festivities at Sit- 
ka and in all the Itussian settlements of 
Alaska have now been in progress for a 
week, nnd there will be a week more of 
constant celebrating before things will 
quiet down among these jolly people.

'Steamer Princess Victoria, the new 
ferry steamer, which was built at New 
castle-ou Tyne for the C. P. N. Co., for 
service between Victoria and Vancou 
ver, leaves AVallsend-on-Tyne today for 
this port. 'Cable advices to this effect 
were received yesterday morning by tho 
O. P. N. Co. The trial trip of the 
steamer was held on Tuesday, and the 
new ferry steamer even exceeded expec- 
tations, for over a course of four miles 
she made an average speed of 1S% 
knots an hour— half a knot more than 
was contracted for — carrying between 
six hundred and seven hundred tons 
dead weight. The contract calls foT 
an average speed of IS knots in service. 
The housework and furnishing of the 
steamer was not done at the English 
shipping yards. This work will be com- 
pleted either at this port or Vancouver, 
according to the award of the tenders 
for that purpose, after tho arrival of 
the steamer. 

The Princess Victoria is a steel, twin 
screw steamer, 300 feet between per- 
pendiculars, or 100 feet longer than the 
Charmer. '.She is -10 I'eet inches, 
'broad, IS feet (i inches deep, and built 
to the highest class of the British cor- 
poration. She is constructed with cellu- 
lar double bottom, with additional 
watertight lints and a number of addi- 
tional watertight compartments, which 
malice the vessel practically unsinkable. 
•She has three smokestacks and two polo 
masts, two sets of triple expansion en- 
gines, which develop 5,500 horse power.

THE OVEUDFES. 

More Speculation Locally on the Paul 
Riekniers. 

Yesterday six thousand dollars was 
placed on tho overdue German ship Paul 
lltickmers by some local people, and if 
the ship reaches port this will bring the 
speculators who gambled that sum on 
her chances of reaching port, sixty thou- 
sand dollars, for, as will be remembered 
tlie British underwriters some time ago 
agreed to pay SI 00 for every $10 placed 
on her "to arrive." The Paul Rick- 
mere is now 2-10 days out from Bangkok 
and 104 days from Aujer for Bremen, 
with a cargo of rice. Those hopeful 
that she will arrive— and although the 
English underwriters are betting such 
Inrge odds against her— there are many, 
point to the fact that the ship, which 
is known to he u slow sailer, would get 
very foul when loading in the saltwater 
iBangkok and her sail through the Sou- 
thern seas would make her more foul. 
Tn 1802, when the Rlckmers was built 
for an English firm— she was then the 
Windermere — she raced across the At- 
lantic with the Howard D. Troop, and 
went ashore on Jersey beach sifter a 
passage of 13 days. Since then, how- 
ever, she has been noted for her long 
liassages. 

Speculators have hesitated to play the 
St. Enoch because of the ominous find- 
ing of some of her wreckage off the 
Falkland is'ands. The long passage ot 
the ship Florence from T"comn for 
Honolulu is also causing considerable 
anxiety. The vessel left the Const port 
50 da'vs ago. The British ship Dun- 
earn, which is 200 days out from Car- 
diff for Sitka with coal, is still at 20 
per cent. The British ship Mayfield, 
bound from Hamburg for San Fran- 
cisco, is making a lengthy passage, be- 
ing 220 davs out today. The French 
bark Ducbesse de Berry is overdue 
•Cardiff, being 223 days out for San 
Francisco. 

Tho latest reinsured ships to be plac- 
ed on the Board are: The German ship 
Neck, out 100 days from New York for 
Yokohama. 10 per cent.: Danish ship 
Lord Tenipletown, out 205 days from 
New York for Hakodate, 15 per cent., 
and Hie British steanishla Farnhnm, 
out 34 days from Newcastle-on-Tyna 
lor Boston, is quoted at 25 per cent.

FROM ISKAGWAY. 

Amur Returned Yesterday -After Itough 
Trip. 

Steamer Amur. Capt. Gosse. reached, 
port yesterday afternoon from Skagway, 
after a stormy trip, heavy gales being 
encountered on the Northbound trip and 
occasional snowstorms, and on the 
Southbound trip snow squalls were fre- 
quently met with from Skagway to 
Vancouver, at which port there were 
three or four inches of snow on the 
ground; in fact' it seemed that a magic 
circle was passed on Hearing Victoria, 
where the sun shone and tho weather 
was almost summery, in distinct contrast 
to that which marked the balance of 
the voyage. The Amur took a large 
cargo North, including coal for Douglas 
Island, at which point she lay for two 
days during a heavy storm. Two men 
were killed nt the Treadwell mines as a 
result of the blasting, while she lay in 
port. The Amur brought 25 passengers 
South, including several from Dawson, 
who made a fast trip out in tho stages 
of the White Pass '& Yukon Co. The 
passengers were A. B. 'Freimuth, for- 
merly of Victoria, R. E. Miller, wife 
and family, Lizzie Gray, E. W. Gideon,

ROUGH PASSAGES. 

Tellus Had Stormy Voyage to San 
Francisco 

Steamer Queen arrived last night from 
San' Francisco. She brought news that 
the collier Tellus has a rough trip 'South. 
She encountered the heavy gale of last 
ISunday and Captain Pederson says it 
taxed his seamanship to keep his vessel 
head up to the sens. With li.uOO tons 
of coal, the Tellus left ILadysmith 
bound for this port. From the outset 
she bucked a .Southeaster, but when 
•Cape Flattery was reached the, storm 
had increased in violence and the 
steamer was compelled to run under n 
slow hell. The deeply laden vessel lab- 
ored heavily in the terrific cross-seas. 
IHer decks were rendered untenable by 
tho Hood of water that swept her fore 
and aft. From Flattery to Capo Men- 
docino the collier bucked into the teeth 
of the gale, shipping seas at every 
plunge which threatened to engulf her. 
I'be Tellus arrived hero today, after 
taking C9 hours In steaming down the 
Coast. 



The steamer Buckingham was not a 
total wreck as reported. The Bucking- 
ham is now in a drydook being repaired. 
•She went ashore in Enard Bay, Decem- 
ber 20, while seeking shelter from a 
gale, en rouit- from ,Ne\v Orleans to 
Boness. Her stern went on the rocks 
and her bow on tho sand. She was 
bndlv damaged anil all her holds were 
flooded. She was floated with difficulty 
and towed to Greenock, where she ar- 
rived January S, and went on the dry- 
dock for repairs.
